WATER ,  There  was  no  restriction  of  supply 3  a  constant  service 

being  maintained  during  the  year.  Samples  submitted  for 
regular  bacteriological  analysis  indicated  a  high  degree  of 
purity.  The  presence  of  fine  siliceous  solids  is  a  condition 
which  is  regarded  as  undesirable,  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report  a  filtration  scheme  is  under  consideration,  a^s 
also  is  the  question  of  chlorination  of  supplies  as  a  wartime 
protection  measure.
